J. C. Ullery, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of Arrangements, made a brief 
speech of welcome and introduced Mayor 
Means, of Cincinnati, who extended a wel- 
come to Cincinnati. Gov. Foster then 
performed a similar office for the State of 
Ohio, and a response was made by Gen. 
Samuel Fallows, of Minnesota. Gen. Fal- 
lows was a Chaplain during the War, and 
afterwards took an active command of 
troops. His address was peculiarly happy 
in his allusions of the War, to the soldiers, 
and to results of the War.

NEW JERSEY. 
IMMENSE DESTRUCTION. 
Special to The Chicago Tribune, 

CAMDEN, N. J., Bept. 14.—Forest fires in South 
and West Jersey are creating immense destruc- 
tion to valuable wocdiands. The drouth is the 
greatest known for many years in the State, and 
has proved highly destructive to grain and fruit 
crops. The loss is estimated at thousands of 
dollars. The fires are spreading in all direc- 
tuons, and an enormous loss must ensue, even 
should the flames be extinguished within the 
next twenty-four hours. But at this writing 
the heavens are of a copper color, and there are 
no indications of the early commg of rain. 

NEAR ELWOOD, 
on the line of the Camden & Atlantic Railroad 
the flery element is sweeping over some 25,000 or 
30,000 acres Of pines and cedars, and it is proba- 
bie this tract of valuable timber will be entirely 
consumed. Between Ancora and Winslow miles 
of pines are burning furiously, and the damage 
already is vast. All through these regions ure 
the humble dwellings of 
BERRY-PICKERS AND CHARCOAL-BURNERS, 
but how they are faring no one can tell, as most 
of the roads leading to the settiements are sim- 
ply impassable on account of the flames, heat, 
and smoke. A number of families have already 
been driven from their homes by the rapid ap- 
proach of the fiery tornado. So dangerously 
near have the fires become that in 
some of the threatened districts night-watch 
committees have been organized. The members 
willalarm the community in the event of the 
flames approaching too near. Several tenement 
houses 
IN CEDAR SWAMP, NEAR MILLVILLE, 

have becn burned. A family living in one of 
the houses barely escaped with their lives. 
Johu Kelly’s house, located in the same section, 
has also been consumed. Fierce fires are burn- 
ing ner Kirkwood and Berlin, and these, aided 
by variable winds, are fast making their way to- 
wards the surrounding settlements. Several

BETWEEN 75,000 AND 80,000 ACRES, 
mostly belonging to the Messrs. Caldwell, of 
Philadelphia, have been destroyed within a few 
days. A considerable section of country on the 
Millville & Mary’s Landing and Vineland Roads 
is on fire. On the line of the West Jersey Rail- 
road the railroad men are working industriousiy 
to successfully resist the flery monster's en- 
croachments. Private advices from the lower

The fire is visible from this city. A dense cloud 
of smoke is hanging over the city, driven across 
the bay by the north wind. 


AN APPEAL 
FROM DETROIT. 

Derreit, Mich., Sept. 14.—The following ap- 
peai has just been issued by the Citizens’ Reiief 
Committee of Detroit: 

AN APPEAL FOR THE DestitcutTEe—To the Peo- 
ple of the United States: The Counties of Huron 
and Sanilac, and parts of the Counties of Tus- 
cola and Lapeer, in Michigan, have been visited 
by dreadful calamities. Forest-fires driven by 
high winds swept over more than 1,500 square 
miles of this region. Ina portion of it the de- 
struction was only partial. In the greater part 
of it the ruin is complete. More than 200 people 
were burned to death in the flames or suffocated 
in the smoke. Many others who escaped were 
severely burned, and yet survive in great suffer- 
ing. More than 15,000 people were made shelter- 
less. The greater part of these lost all they 
possessed. Their goes, barns, fences, crop, 


agricultural impi@ments, furniture, and cloth- 
ing, were entirely Consumed, and they are abso- 
lutely destitute and dependent on the generosity 
of the humane for the necessaries of life. Im- 
mediately that the magnitude of the disaster 
was known, the Mayor of Detroit, by prociama- 
tion, called a meeting of citizens to aid the 
sufferers. At this meeting all the prominent 
commercial, manufacturing, and banking 
houses of the city were represented. 
They a inted a relief committee, consisting 
of the Hon. William G. Thompson, Mayor of the 
city; James McMullan, President of the Michi- 
gan Car Company; Edward K. Norton, Presi- 
dent of the Detroit Board of Trade; Martin But- 
zol, of the firm of Heineman, Butzel & Co.: 
George McMillan, of the firm of 8. & R. McMil- 
lan; and R. W. King, of R. W. King & Son. It 18 
needless to say that these gentlemen are among 
the most honorable and enterpris citizens of 
Detroit. This committee immediately organized 
and appointed well-known, reliab business 
men of the burnt district as agents for tne dis- 
tribution of relief. .The citizens of 
troit immediately contributed to this commit- 
tee a large sum of money, and the work of rais- 
ing contributions goes steadily on. Detroit and 
Michigan will give liberaliy, but the wants of 
sufferers are beyond their ty to relieve. 
We therefore appeal to the generous through- 
out the United States to assist us in discharging 
this duty of humanity Jo the destitute sufferers. 
They need food, cl ing. bedding, furniture, 
shelter, cattle, seed for crops, agricultural im- 
plements, table-ware, kitchen utensiis, medi- 
eines, and a multitude of other necessaries.

The Main Building, Grand Stand, 
and Other Structures 
Burned. 


Many Persons Trampled On and 
Maimed by the Panic-Stricken 
Multitude. 


A Loss of Fully $68,000, with Very 
Little Insurance—No Lives 
Lost.

AT KANSAS CITY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
KAnsas City, Mo., Sept. 14.—About 3 o'clock 
this afternoon a terrible conflagration broke out 
in the main building on the grounds of the Kan- 


} gas City Exposition while the races were in 


progress, and a wild time followed. Over 20,000 
persons were present, and when the fire first 
became known a pauic seized the crowd 
and the rush was terrible. The grand stand, 
directly east of the main hall, was oceupied by 
over 12,000 persons, and, as the smoke and hot 
air was blown by the hght wind directly upon 
them, there was but one way to escape. and that 
was by knocking down the fence and crossing 
the race-track to the circle within. It took 
but a minute to demotish the fence, and then 
g THE RUSH 
became general, and in the confusion fathers, 
mothers, and children were seperated from 
each other. The. jockeys had no time to drive 
their horses from the track. The 2:27 race was 
in progress at the time, and they, with their 
horses, mingied with the fleeing crowd 
and found safety in the large plat 
of ground near the back-stretch. 
the flames in the main hall seized upon the 
decorations and exhibits with gimost ligbtning- 
like rapidity. and in leas than five minutes had 
communicated to the grand stand. In three 
minutes more that vast étructure was 
A MASS OF ROARING FIRE, 
the flames reaching the trees by means ot the 
private boxes, which formed a second story 
to the grand stand, and so fast did they approach 
that many ladies and gentiemen had no time to 
escape by the stairs, but were dropped from the 
box tier to their friends below. Several serious 
accidents occurred, but by a miracle 
no lives were lost. Several persons’ bad 
arms and legs broken, but to the good 
sense of the vast crowa is due the fact that the 
panic did not assume uncontrollable propor- 
tions. The loss by thé fire will reach about 
$68,000, upon which there is insurance of only 
about $12,000.

KANSAS City, Mo., Sept. 14.—A terrible dis- 
aster occurred at the fair-grounds this after- 
noon, which resulted in the destruction of the 
main hall and all surrounding buildings. The 
fire broke out in the west end of the main hall 
at 3:45 p. m.. At that hour the hail was densely 
crowded, and at once a panic seized the multi- 
tude. All efforts to quiet the excited and terror- 
stricken people were of no avail, and in their 
confusion they rushed hither and _ thither, 
trampling each other down, while sbricks, 
groans, and cries filled the air. An immense 
heavy black cloud of smoke came from the 
burning building in vast volumes and settled 
like a pall over the grounds, which were literally 
black with a moving mass of humanity, esti- 
mated at 20,000 people. A strong wind was biow- 
ing, and the fire 

SPREAD WITH WONDERFUL RAPIDITY, 
quickly communicating to surrounding build- 
ings. In an almost incredibly short space of 
time the main building, with ali its contents, 
was an unsightly heap of ashes. The flames 
leaped across the avenues to Newspaper 
Row, quickly swallowing up the buildings of the 
Times, Journal, and Mail, the Secretary’s office, 
and a number of refreshment stands in that 
vicinity. They next attacked the grand stand, 
in which not ess than 12,000 people were seated 
watching the races. The people fied in terror 
before the advancing fire. Many fell and were 
trampied upon, aud a large number were 
maimed and mutilated. The confusion was in- 
describabie. A papic had seized upon the vast 
multitude, and it seemed impossible to quiet 
their fears. There were no facilities for extin- 
guishing the fire at hand, and it did not stop 
until there was no more material for it to feed 
upon. The Fire Departmeft went to the 
grounds, but could not reach there in time to 
be of any service. It had to lay 1,500 feet of 
hose to get water. The money, etc., of the ab- 
sociation was saved from the Secretary's oflice.

ALL THE HORSES WERE SAVED. 

The fire started from a pile of rubbish lymg 
on the ground outside the west eritrance of the 
main hall. A party of young fellows were 
standing in the doorway smoking, and the fire is 
supposed to have started by one of them 
throwing a cigar-stub in a pile of 
shavings. It is believed that there was 
no loss of lite. No one is reported 
missing up to the present time. The losses will 
foot up fully $50,000, including buildings and 
their contents. The loss is distributed among 
various exhibitors, and there was very little in- 
surance. The Exposition Company's loss is 
about $10,000 on buildings destroyed. The Board 
of Directors held a meeting after the fire, and 
announce to the public that they will clear up the 
débris tonight and proceed with the program 
tomorrow, beginning where it was broken off 


today. 
AT NEW HAVEN, IND. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribuns. 

Forr Warns, Ind., Sept. 14.—The stave fac- 
tory owned by Henry Schenelker, at New Haven, 
this county, caught fire this afternoon from 
sparks trom their own engine, and was entirely 
consumed, together with a large amount of 
stock and machinery. Only the office building 
ot the establishment. whicn was some distance 
from the main building, was saved. Total loss 
fully $10,000; insured for $7,000. The greater 
portion of the factory would have been saved 
only for the great scarcity of water, which gave

BOOK COMPOSITORS. 

An enthusiastic meeting of the book com- 
positors was held at No. 192 Washington 
street last evening. Mr. Beecher cailed the 
meeting to order and stated its object was to 
form an organization to establish a uni- 
form price for book composition, as 
the rates now prevailing vary from 2 
to 35 cents per 1,000 ems. It was also de- 
sired to have the girl éompositors paid the 
same rate as men. J. P. Bailey was elected 
as Chairman and John Sharp as Secretary. 
A general discussion ensued upon the price 
of book composition, and the printers present 
were unanimously in favor of fixing the 
price at 40 cents per 1,000 ems. A 
committee was appointed as follows: Mr. 
Crandall, of H. C. Tiffany’s printing-house ; 
Bailey and Simpson, of Culver, te Hoyne 
& Co.’s; Cavanaugh, of the J. M. W. Jones 
Co.: Turner, of Knight & Leonard’s; Daley, 
of Blakeslee, Brown & Marsh’s: Bowes, of 
II. Donahue’s: Carpenter, of the Lakeside 
Company; and Beecher and Sharp. The 
meeting then adjourned, and the com- 
mittee held a session in the ad- 
joining room at which a resolution was 
adopted that the book compositors form 
themselves into a compact body, to be known 
as the “Chicago Book Compositors’ Associa- 
tion. The do not desire to be known as a 
union, but they wish to fix the price of book 
composition at a fair valuation. In St. Louis 
the rate is 40 cents, in New York 42 cents; 
in Chicago it should be not less than 40 cents. 
The committee then adjourned to newt 
Wednesday evening, when the organization 
will be perfected. It is expected that 1,000 
compositors will join the association. 


COAL-MINERS’ WAGES.

Hence the ex- 
changes cannot be regarded as of the usual 
significance, and the increase shown only 
proves that the volume of business, had the 
week been uninterrupted, would have been 
still more largely in excess of the business 
done in the corresponding week of last year.

YORKTOWN CELEBRATION. 
SINCLAIR’S BATTERY TO START FOR YORK- 
TOWN THIS MORNING.

New York, Sept. 14—There was a bustle 
of preparation in Fort Hamilton this morn- 
ing, and before noon everything was practi- 
cally in readiness for the departure of Sin- 
clair’s Light Battery of the Third Artillery 
for Yorktown. The brass field-pleces were 
burnished until they were almost as bright 
as the surface of a mirror, and the uniforms 
and accoutrements of the men were put in 
perfect order. Even the horses belonging to 
the battery seemed to partake of the spirit of 
the occasion. The practice drive was gone

THE OFFICERS WERE ON THE ALERT 
to see that everything was in good shape for 
the long journey that is to be commenced at 
sunrise tomorrow morning. Sinclair’s battery 
will journey independently of the railroads. 
Steam locomotion will be entirely scorned by 
the seventy men and the thirty-six horses at- 
tached to the battery. Crossing Hamilton 
Ferry to New York, the troops will go up

A TEBRIBLE DISASTER AVERTED BY THE 
BRAVERY OF A LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEER. 
New York, Sept. 14.—What might have 

been a very serious aceident this morning on 

the Sandy Hook route of the New Jersey 

Central Railroad was averted by the coolness 

and bravery of the engineer. The locomo- 

tive drawing the 8 o’clock express from Long 

Branch as it neared the curve at Sandy Hook, 

and when only a few hundred yards from 

the pier where the Jesse Hoyt was waiting 
for its passengers, burst one of the flues of 
the boiler, scattering scalding steam over 
the engineer and fireman. Although the 
train had not slowed up and was running 
quite rapidly, the fireman jumped off, leav- 
ing the engineer to master the engine at his 
peril and that of the passengers.

MEDICAL MURDER, 


Inquest on the Body of Marie Boyens— 
No Trace of Dr. Upton. 

The inquest in the case of Marie Royens, the 
young Danish woman whose death last Sunday 
night at No, 6 North Clark street was caused by 
an abortion, supposed to have been pro- 
duced by Dr. Henry B. Upton, was 
mentioned in the columns of Tun Tarisuxe, 
was held yesteraay afternoon at the Coroner's 
office, Coroner Matson cooducting the investi- 
gation. The mass of testimony taken did not 
shed any new light on the commission of the 
crime, though it pointed so strongly to an un- 
derstanding between the butchering physi- 
cian and the wohhan who kept the 
apartments in which the deed is supposed to 
have been committed, and in which the victim's 
death ensued, that the jury thought best to 
hola that woman, Mrs. Elizabeth Mills, and her 
friendly boarder, John Patterson, in bonds to 
appear as witnesses before the Grand 
Jury. Mrs. Mills, it will de re- 
membered, stated in her version of the 
affair that she was not acquainted with Dr. Up- 
ton. Yesterday she repeated that statement on 
the stand, and added that she did not even know 
his name until after Marie Boyen's death. The 
jury, who evinced the liveliest disposition to get 
at the bottom ‘facts, did not hesitate to openly 
express their surprise that she, Mrs. Mills, should 
receive and retain in her bouse a woman wbom 
she did not know; who refused to give her name 
or tell whence she came; and who was without 
means and relying solely upon the liberality of a 
brother, whom she expected to call and pay 
ber expenses. She also testified that she 
bad not seen Dr. Upton since he left 
the death chamber a few minutes after the de- 
mise of the unfortunate girl. In refutation of 
this statement three competent witnesses, 
women who occupy apartments in the same 
building, testified that they bad seen Dr. Up- 
ton ascending the stairs to Mrs. Milis’ apart- 
ments fully half an hour after the time 
sworn to by Mrs. Mills as the time of her last 
converse with the guilty malpractitioner; and 
the landiady's particular boarder, John Patter- 
son, working at 118 Randolph street, admitted to 
Detective Roban last Munday that when Upton 
bad returned to the house about a haif hour 
after he had called, and learned of Marie's 
death, Mes.

THE COCHKANE CASE.

Ner.svui..e, Wis., Sept. 14—The argu- 
ments of counsel in the Cochrane case closed 
to-day, and the charge to the jury will be 
given to-morrow morning. Yesteraay Mr. 
Cottrill briefly addréssed the jury for the 
prosecution, claiming that no adulterous 
conduct on the part of Hayden had been 
proven, and suggesting that the story of the 
daughter’s shame told by Mrs. Cochrane’s 
mother was gotten up fur the purposes of the 
defense. He exhibited the perforated clothes 
of the dead man, and dwelt upon the horri- 
ble circumstances of theshooting. Mr. Storrs 
consumed the afternoon in an argument to 
the Court on the constitutionality of the 
Wisconsin law, and asked instructions 
favorable to his view on that polnt. This 
morning the Court ruled that the law is 
valid, and that the jury are bound to take 
the law of the case from the Court. Mr. 
Storrs then delivered an impressive address 
to the jury, appealing to them as men and 
husbands, and urging them to take the state 
of Cochrane’s mind under the great wrong 
he had suffered into consideration. Judge 
Cate closed on the part of the State in an 
able and temperate view of the facts, and 
called upon the jury to follow the direction 
of the Court in applying the law to them. 
The court-room was crowded with ladies 
during the delivery of the arguments. 


JENNIE CRAMER.

IROQUOIS WINS THE ST. LEGER STAKES. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

LONDON, Sept. 14.—The race for the St. 
Leger Stakes, at the Doneuster September 
meeting was won by lroguois, Geologist 
second, and Lucy Glitters thira. 

The chief topic of conversation was the 
grand victory of the American horse today. 
Innumerable excuses were made for the 
way he has been operated against. 
Some said that Archer would at the 
last moment ride for Lord Bradford, others 
that the horse was still suffermg from the 
stoppage Pincus gave him week before last. 
Seldom has such a reception been accorded 
any but a North country horse as that given 
to Iroquois as he returned to the 
paddock. Hearty cheers were given for 
Mr. Lorillard, Archer, and Pincus, finish- 
ing with perhaps a still louder ¢heer 
for America, Pincus was quite overcome 
with his recepuon. He deserves the 
greatest praise for the method he 
adopted in training the horse, as nobody 
but one who perfectly understood his 
constitution could have brought | him 
to the post as fit as Jacob Pineus 
did today. When the excitement 
had somewhat cooled down 1 spoke to 
Archer, who, I might mention, had 600 sov- 
ereigns laid on himself, about the 
way he won. He said that he held 
a good position ou the rails, 
until he asked Iroquois to go, when the lat- 
ter responded gatlantly, and with the great- 
est ease sailed past the post as the winner. 
It has been the most exciting and interesting 
race of recent years.

rode Iroquois. The weather was dull but 
there was norain. The attendaneé was very 
large. Iroquois’ vietory was extremely pop- 
ular, and he and Archer were enthusiastically 
cheered, Iroquois attracted much attention 
by his excellent style in the preliminary can- 
ter. An exeellent start was effected at the 
first attempt. troquois was the quickest 
away, but Archer immediately pulled him 
back. Josyan then took the lead, attended 
by St. Louis, Limestone, and Geolo- 
gist, with [roquois next. By the 
time the Rifle Butts were reached Falkirk 
had taken the lead. Ishmael and 
Lucy Glitters having joined the leading lot 
in front of Iroquois, which continued at the 
head of the second division. At Red Flouse 
Falkirk succumbed to Ishmael, Lucy Glitters 
second, with St. Louis, Geologist, Scobell, 
Limestone, and Iroquois well up until the 
half mile from home. Here Limestone 
joined Ishmael. After another quarter mile 
had been traversed the two leaders were 
beaten, Bal Gal and St. Lonis became dis- 
tressed, and Lucy Glitters momentarily took 
the lead, but before the distance pole was 
reached Iroquois came on in full running, 
winning easily by a length. Geologist passed 
Luey Glitters in the fast fifty vards. St. 
Louis pulleckup fourth, followed by Eusibe, 
Ishmael, Fortissimo, Limestone, and Scobell, 
in the order named. Lord Chelmsford, 
Josyan, and Privateer were the läst three, 
except Voluvtuary, whieh walked in. The 
time of the race was three minutes twenty 
seconds. There were three-quarters of a 
length between Geologist and Lucy Glitters, 

After the race lroquois became the second 
favorit for the Cesarewitch Stakes at New- 
market Oct. 11 at 14 to 1 against him, with 12 
tol against Geologist. *

THE IMPERIAL INTERVIEW.

Sr. Perenssune, Sept. 14.—The Herald 
says: The Dautzie interview was entirely 
brought about by the. Grand Duke of Meck- 
lenburg and his daughter. The Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg proposed the meet- 
ing to the Emperor William, while 
his daughter, whose lufluence over 
her husband, the Grand Duke Vladimir, is 
very great, went to work at St. Petersburg. 
The Grand Duke Vladimir enjoys the entire 
confidence of the Czar. The Emperor Will- 
iam’s consent having been given, the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg telegraped the fact to 
his daughter on Sunday evening. 
The Grand Duke Vladimir im- 
mediately obtained the consent of 
the Czar, and the telegraph wires were set 
working all the following day. By evening 
all was arranged, and, on his arrival on 
Tuesday, Gen. Ignatieff heard the news for 
the first time, at the same moment as the 
King of Denmark. As soon 
AS THE IMPERIAL SOVERFIGNS WERE 

ALONE 
and had embraced each other, the Czar ad- 
dressed to. the Emperor the following words, 
which I repeat almost exactly: I have 
come to tell you that I have inherited all 
the sentiments my father ever cherished to 
ward you. I will hold to them all my life. 
l am happy. most happy, to have 
an opportunity of saying this to your 
Majesty.“ To show that there 
was no wish to make a mystery of it, this 
speech was repeated to Prince Bismarck. 
Nothing was signed at the meeting of the 
Emperors, but nevertheless, solewin engage- 
ments have been contracted. The Czar has 
promised that if ever Germany finds heiself 
dragged into a war, Russia will maintain the 
same attitude as she did in 1870. After 
THE, EMPEROR WILLIAM 
had replied to his imperial visitor’s greeting 
the conversation fell on the Nihilists. The 
Emperor William advised his grand-nephew 
to have recourse to the same means 
of combating the evil as he himself 
had adopted since Nobiling’s attempt— 
that is, war to the knife. In the year which 
followed the adoption of this policy,” said 
he, the German law cahrts passed sentence 
on 3,000 Socialists.

Secre- 
tary of State, of the Emperor’s intention to 
accredit a Minister to the Vatican has given 
great satisfaction there. The appointment, 
which will be made after the Prussian Diet 
has voted the requisit funds, does not, how- 
ever, involve any question of principle, or 
include any concessions on one side or the 
other.

THE PASSENGER CONFLICT. 

The Pennsylvania Company yesterday morn- 
ing announced that it would sell tickets to Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore, and Washington at the same 
rates as charged to New York, which makes the 
rate to ali those points $5. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company also announces that heraf ter 
it will sell tickets from Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia. Baltimore, and Washington to 
Chicago, at the rates charged from Ohicago to 
those points. 

This is a step in the right direction. There is 
no reason why east-bound rates should be 
higher than west-bound rates, or vice versa. 
The rates from New York and Boston to Chicago 
have been from 7 to $9 for some months past, 
yet the rates from Chicago to those points up to 
a week ago were $16 and $15 respeetively. Then, 
again, when the rates from Chicago to New York 
were reduced to 65 the west- bound rates re- 
mained $7 and $8. When regular rates prevail 
the east and west bound rates are always alike, 
and there is no reason why a different course 
should be pursued when rates are being cut. 

The action of the Pennsylvania peopie re- 
garding west-bound rates will.force the Van- 
derbiit roads to adopt the same course. As far 
as the Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Washington 
rates are concerned, Vanderbilt bas nothing to 
do with it, as none of his roads run direct to 
those inte, and that business almost ex- 
clusively goes to the Pennsylvania and Baiti- 
more & Ohio. The latter road met the rates of 
the Pennsylvania at once and ~yester- 
mn morn aiso menced to sell 
tickets to hiladeiphia, Baltimore, and 
Washmeton for 65. The principal reason why 
the Pennsylvania decided to make the rates to 
Philadeiphia, Baltimore. and Washington the 
sume asto New York, although Vanderbilt can- 
not compete for business to these ints, is be- 
cause the selling of $5 tickets to New York and 
keeping the rate to Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
Wasbinugtoa at double chat tigure, had the effect 
of greatly injuring these points by directing 
business to New York, and the Pennsylvauia 
could not afford to place those cities at a disad- 
vantage. 
ln consequence of the new departure by the 
Penosyivania and Baltimore & Obio the ticket 
offices of these two companies were kept busier 
yesterday than before, and au immense busi- 
ness was done. The Vanderbiltroads and Grand 
Trunk also continue to do a large business. 

So far Vanderbilt has taken no notice of the 
doings of bis rivals. He bas taken no new steps. 
nor bus anything been beard from him since he 
cut down the New York rate to 35 and the Bos- 
ton rate to $6. It is clalmed that be will take 
no new steps, but will let bis adversaries do 
all the fighting. He believes that the 
present rates are low enough for all his intents 
and purposes, and that his rivals will soon get 
sick of doing business at the figures. His Ad- 
versaries, however, bave shown a good deal of 
pluck thus far, and they claim to be able to 
stand the fight as long as Vanderbilt can. 

Although Vanderbilt has thus far refused to 
take avy notice of the cut made on Buffalo 
rates by the Grand Trunk itis evident that this 
matter is worrying him more than anything 
else. At the $5 rate the Grand Trunk is getting 
the largest portion of the Buffalo busi- 
ness, and most of this heretofore went 
by the Vanderbilt roads. Vanderbiit 
by maintaining the Buffalo rates and allowing 
the Grand Trunk to get away with this business 
means to sbow that he does not fight the latter 
road, and that he does not care what rate it 
makes. It is hardly provable, however, that 
Vanderbilt will long continue this policy, and 
everything indicates that he will soon hit out 
from the shoulder again and make such rates as 
his competitors will hardly be able to meet.

WRECKING OF THE SCHOONER REGINA. 
Specia: Dispatcn to Tre Chicago Triowune. 

OWEN SOUND, Ont., Sept. 14.—The propeller 
Jane Miller, which arrived here at noon today 
from Club Island, had on board four of the crew 
of the lost schoouer Regina who survived the 
wreck. She picked them up at Lion’s Head, 
where they bad been located for several days. 
The mate, John Young, gives the following par- 
ticulars of the schooner's loss: Sunday last, the 
10th inst., we left Soutbampton at 8a,m. The 
wind south and lignt. It freshened somewhat 
at 6 p. m., with frequent squalis from 
the southwest. At 8 p. m. we sighted Cove 
Island light, bearing north by east, the wind 
shifting to westward and blowinga gale. At 10 
p. m. the davits were carried awuy by the boat 
and swung to the painter astern. At 1: we made 
the reef of the mainsail to clear the light. 
Finding the vessel laboring heavily and making 
water fast we bore up and ran for Cove Isiand 
beach. As she made water so fast she got be- 
yond control and was sinking, the Vaptain gave 
orders for the men to take to the 
boat to save their lives. All hands 
succeeded in reaching the boat except the Cap- 
tain, who was at the wheel. As he caught the 
main boom he hung to it, but the life-boat being 
halt full of watery and baving only one oar, we 
were unabie to render him any assistance or 
reach him. We then ran the yawi for Cape Hurd 
Passage. The Captain when last seen was ciing- 
ing to the wreck and calling for assistance. e 
made Flower-Pot Island at 1:3) Sunday morning. 
and lay down in the bush to rest tili daylight. 
About 8 a. m. a vessel passed, but was 
too far away to be signaicd. At 9a. m. we 
started to meet another buat with the yawi, but 
the signal was not answered. We then made for 
the mainiand, which was reached about II a. m. 
Sunday. Finding no inhabitants, we made for 
Cabot’s Head, where we arrived at 6 p. m., hav- 
ing then to travel to Lion's Head, where we took 
the propeller Jane Miller. Tbe names of the 
saved men are Lawrence, the cook; John 
“Young, the mate; Hy Haight and William Ver- 
non, seamen. The vessel now lies about four 
miles off Cove Isiand, with her topmast above 
water. Mr. Foster left n this afternoon for 


the scene of the wreck and entertains slight hopes , 


that he may be able to raise the vessel. The 
Capta.n, Amos Tripp, is now the only missing 
one, and some fishermen who arrived here today 
from the wreck think that the Captain may 
have got on some of the isiands.

Sixth Annual Convention of the As 
sociations of the United 
States. 


Welcoming Address to the Dele- 
gates by D. J. Avery, of 
This City. 


The Graveyard Insurance Com- 
panies of Ohio and Penn. 
sylvania. 


The sixth annual convention of the Mutual 
Benefit Associations of the United States com- 
meuoed at the Grand Pacific yesterday mort- 
ing. Asonly afew of the delegates, however, 
were present at 10 o'clock, when the body was 
to have been called to order, they decided to do 
nothing until others arrived. 3 

The convention reassembled at 2 o’cloc 
President Stoddard in the chair. 

An address of weicome, very brief, was read 
by Mr. Donald J. Avery, of Chicago, in 
which due attention was paid to the praise- 
worthy objects of the association and to 
the greatness of Chicago. The expres- 
sions of greeting were very hearty. and 
uttered in a pleasant and entertaining style. 
Mr. Avery told the visitors that they would be 
taken tu the fair, theatres, exposidon, and va- 
rious places of interest in the city, and also chat 
they would be shown through the Town of Puli- 
man. 

The President made a short speecti, in which 
he suggested certain important questions to be 
cons‘dered by the convention. fhe questions 
were referred to a committee composed of 
Messrs. Garduer, Wilson, and Stennett. 

While the committee were vut Secretary 
Phelps called the roll of delegates, whica showed 
the tollowing-named gentiewen to be present:

The committee appointed to consider the 
President's suggestions made a report, which 
recommended chat the questions suggested be 
taken up one ata time, and discussed by the 
couvention. The report was adopted, and the 
first question discussed was that of 

FRAUDULENT SPECULATIVE INSURANCE 
associations, prevailing most extensively in Ohio 
and Peunsylvaunla. Mr. Stevens said there were 
a number of these fraudulcut institutions car- 
ried on in Ohio, and chat their plan of work was 
to have some very old man, who was likely to 
die in a short time, sigo a number of blank appli- 
cations for membership in different associations, 
secure a policy in each one for $5,000 or $10,uuu, 
and then sell these policies to persons who were 
willimg to pay $100 or 320 apiece for 
them, the blanks first being filled 
out so as to Make the purchaser the beneficiary 
of the insurance. ‘he Attorney-General of 
Ooio, Mr. Stevens said, bad turned bis attention 
to the matter, and announced that he would 
break up the business as soon as possibie. 
Among the most prominent of these robber 
companies, the gentieman said, was the North 
Lewisburg Association of Ohio. 

The President stated that it was also the prac- 
tice of the officers of fraudulent associadons to 
get men who were withina few months of the 
grave to insure themselves, and make 
the officers the beneticiaries, the officers 
being willing to pay liberally for the 
policies, knowing that they eould collect them 
by bleeding the innocent members by meaus of 
assessmneuts in the usual way. 

Mr. Pearson thought the convention should 
passiempbatic resolutions denouncing fraudu- 
lent insurance associations and warning citizens 
against having anything to do with such organ- 
izations. 

Mr. Avery said that there were many difficul- 
tles surrounding the matter of abolisbing such 
organizations. The laws were in many respects 
not suificiently stringent to make it possibie to 
do away entirely with the swindling schemes. 

Mr. Plessner thought the regular associadons 
should all adopt the pian of not paying any in- 
surunce policy wherein the beneliciary did not 


have 
AN INSURABLE INTEREST 


in the premises—that is, the beneficiary should 
be one who had depended on the de- 
ceased for care or support. If this plan was 
carried out and the public advised of it, then 
people night know what kiod of association to 
connect themselves with. Mr. Wilson asked how 
it was that the fraudulent associations could 
maintain a sufficient membersh.p to pay poli- 
cicies, when the officers and ringnoiders who bied 
the innocent members carried on their guilty 
practuces 80 niy and boidly? 

No one could answer this question satisfac- 
torily. 

Tne President said that something should be 
done at once to do away with these outrageous 
practices. The fraudulent associations were 
doing immense injury to the legitimate ones, 
peopie arguing that there was nothing to pre-

The next paper was by Alexander Gardner, 
which consisted of a maes of statistics gathered 
from 162 insurance associations scattered over 
the country. The figures showed that the asso- 
ciations badamembersbip of 444,000, and that 
they had had an existence of seventy-seven 
months, the average membership baving been 
168.930. The average death-rate bad been LT 
vut of every 100 of the membership. There 
had been paid to beneticiaries of deceused 
members $24,344,385, at an average yearly cost 
of $10 per $1,000 of insurance, taking # years 
as the average age of the membership. The 
total insurance carricd by the associ@tions was 
$817.765,493, and the amount of money beld as a 
reserve fund by them $1,085,097, and these 
figures, be said, contained all there was in the 
assessment- plan associations, which was by no

CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—I do not recoliect having 
seen any statement recentiy of the grounds on 
which Prof. King bases his opinion that when he 
gets well up into the bigger regions of the air 
he will find eastern currents which will waft hi m 
over sea and land ata rapid rate, but have it im- 
pressed upon my mind from something I have 
read chat he bases this supposition of aerial cur- 
rents on the theory that the external atmosphere 
surrounding the earth does not move as rapidly 
as the earth itself; butif this be his theory he 
will find nimself mistakenif be ever reaches 
these high regions. 

If it be true that the outside atmosphere in these 
high regions is retarded by friction or contact 
with the ether orany other pbysical substance, 
on leaving the earth and going upwards into 
space he would fiod himself going the same di- 
rection as the earth revoives, only at a slower 
pace; bence instead of going east he would come 
down. if he came down at all, west of his point 


of departure on the earth. But there can be no 
question that the outside atmosphere rotates 
with the earth, and for the reason that after we 
pass beyond the confines of our earth’ s 
utmosphere into celestial space there is nothing 
but the ether to retard the atmosphere and pre- 
vont its rotation with the earth, and those who 
are familiar with these things know full weil 
that a material so elastic that it will trausmit 
licht waves at a velocity of 190,000 miles ina 
second of time, or that is so nearly nothing that 
it will not retard the movement of the earth 
through it to the extent of a second in a thou- 
gund years. would offer very little resistance to 
the rotation of the atm hence we 
may reusonably conclude 
earth, and with little or no retardation at the 
Outside.

tional provision that “ Each State s 

Electors in the manner prescrived by its Legisia- 
ture’; and chat ‘he method of the State, includ- 
ing its manner of determining contested elec- 
tions of Electors, shall be conclusive. This is all 
very well. Those who dispute this are few and 
inconsiderable. 

I think I have studied earefully everything 
printed by Tun Tame and all the public 
utterances of Senator Edmunds on this subject, 
and both stop right here, as if the settlement of 
this practically uncontested question were a 8o- 
lution of the whole difficuity. It does not touch 
it. The real “rub” ties beyond this.

SHALL SHE BE LET LOOSE ON THE WORLD? 

A TRIBUNE reporter met Mr. Edmund Jiissen 
yesterday and juterrogated him regarding the 
case of Adelaide Robert, who is endeavoring to 
secure her release from the Elgin Insane Asy- 
lum through the medium of a babeas corpus 
proceeding, full mention of which proceeding, 
as far as it has gone, appeared in yesterday's 
TRIBUNE. Mrs. Robert was committed to the 
asylum in Novetaber, 1879, for shooting and kill- 
ing Theodore B. Weber, the act being 
committed in the ollice of Mr. Jtiissen, 
who was Weber's attorney ina suit for seduc- 
tion that was pending at the time between the 
man who is vow dead and the woman who killed 
him. 

Mr. Jüssen expressed himself as unwilling to 
talk upon the subject, giving as a reason the 
fact that he would hkely appear as a witness iu 
the proceeding, and also the fact that profes- 
sionally and personally his relation to the whole 
matter had been, and was yet, a ratber peculiar 
one. Mr. Jüssen did, however, answer a 
few of the questions put to him.

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COUNTY CHARITY. 
Capt. McGrath’s Report for the Year 
+» Ending Aug. 31. 


Some Interesting Statistics Relative to 
the County Poor. 


A Few Valuable Suggestions to the 
Commissioners. 


Capt. P. McGrath, the County Agent, has pre- 
pared and will submit to the County Board at its 
next meeting a statement of the operations of 
his office during the past year, showing the work 
done, the number of recipients of relief, and 
many othér interesting items. Although the 
cost of administering this branch of the county 
business is somewhat greater this year than last, 
the increased cost is due to circumstances 
which the most vigilant management couid 
neither have foreseen nor guarded against. 
The long, dreary winter necessitated the supply 
of coal to paupers for nearly five months, and 
the prices of almost every articie given by the 
county to its charges were higher than in the 
preceding year. It may be that the coming 
winter will ve a lighter and easier one than the 
last, and if such be the case there will be less 
call for relicf from those who have to be 
taken care of. There is another point 
which should not lost sight of in consider- 
ing this question of cost, and that is 
the immense development of Chicago within 
the past year. People may fail to realize the 
‘Wonderful growth of the city of late, but those 
who are brought into official connection with 
the poorer classes cannot evade the fact. It is 
impossible to add 20 to 25 per cent to the popu- 
lation uf a city within a single year without im- 
porting among the valuable, healthy, and de- 
sirable a certain proportion of poverty-stricken, 
sick, and worthless, who inevitably vitate to 
the charitable institutions or County 
Agent’s office in search of relief. A synopsis of 
Capt. McGrath's report is herewitb given.j 

THERE WERE ON THE BOOKS 

at the close of the year ending Aug. 31, 1880, 58 
families, and during the year just ended 7,226 
applications were made, being a total of 7.900. 
Of these 4,734 were disapproved by the visitors, 
#48 were not at home when called on, and 8 
could not be found at their alleged residences. 
There were, therefore, 2.4838 families which re- 
ceived aid during the year. Of these 2,236 have 
been dropped and 602 now remain on the books. 
Those relieved included 1.218 mar- 
ried persons, 1,138 widows, 334 women de- 
serted by their husbands, 61 widowers, 
and 37 single persons. The nationality of those 
relieved was as follows: American, 388; Bohe- 
mian, 112; Canadian, : colored American, 37; 
English, 121; French, 71; German, 646; Irish, 
D; Itutian, 21; Polish, 121; Scandinavian, 270; 
Scotch, 34; Beigians, 3, and Welsh, 3. The num- 
ber of children dependent upon these tamilies 
wus 7,060. 

During the year 39 meals and 234 night's 
lodgings were furnished, and 820 passes issued. 
The number of dispensary orders issued was 
2,356, of which 1426 were on the 
West Side, 52 on the North, and 308 
on the South Side. Artificial legs, trusses, and 
other surgical appliauces to the number of for- 
ty-tive were furnished. The number of hospital 
orders issued was 2,554, 

The burial orders issued numbered 483, of 
which the Foundlings’ Home received 210, an av- 
erage of four coffins per week, and all little ones. 
Private citizens drew 183, the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital twenty-four, the Home for the Friena- 
less thirty-three, aud other hospitals and institu- 
tions cach from one to seven. There were 
254 applications of insane to be 
tried at the expense the county, 
and of this number 179 were adjudged insane 
and paupers. During the year 1,253 applications 
for admission to the County Alms-House were 
filed, and 728 of the applicants were admitted to 
that institution. 

THE EXPENSES 
of the County 2 office for the year footed 
up $77,367.88. e larger items were: Bread 
and flour, $12,619.81; fuel, $17,581.97; meat, 816. 
945.85; salaries, $15,816.14; transportation, $5,- 
127.99; boots and shoes, $2,130.26; burials, $1,- 
104.25. 

Capt. McGrath will append to his formal re- 
port sundry recommendations in regard to the 
management of the pauper relief furnished by 
the county. 2 the past year the system 
of removing the children of chronic paupers. 
drunkards, and dead-beats from the sinister 
influences and evil surroundings which have 
encompassed them has beea tried with much 
success. The County Agent will advise that in 
all such cases the unfortunate children shall be 
taken away entirely from their so-called 
natural protectors and placed in 
properly-conducted institutions where they 
can be instructed in trades or housework and 
fitted for the business of life. Capt. McGrath 
will suggest tothe County Board the advis- 
ability—indeed the absolute necessity—of pro- 
viding educational and industrial instruction 
for such children, apart from the Poor- House 
proper, and he believes that if such a course is 
carried out it will have a tendency to reduce 
pauperism. He will recommend also that im- 
incdiate steps de taken to  ~obuild a 
decent Poor-House and to enla the accom- 
modations at the County Hospital. As to the 
system of dispensaries, he holds that a central 
office, with competent physicans in charge dur- 
ing the entire daft, should be substituted for the 
resent arrangement. This office should be 
ocated atthe ohe of the County Agent asa 
matter of convenience, for more applications 
come in from the West Side than from the North 
and South Divisions combined.

For 
that matter, Baltimore’s pageant is locally 
known as the Oriole, the name being taken 
from the widely known bird which is found no- 
whereelse thaninand about the Monumen tal 
City. It was old Lord Baltimore's particular 
pet—and from it he took his colors. black and 
orange. ‘The Baltimore & Ohio, in the beau- 
tiful posters whigh have attracted so much 
attention since they were put up in this city, 
confined them to the Baltimore colors, pro- 
ducing novel and most artistic effect. That 
the Oriole is to the biggest thing Balti- 
more ever knew is a settied tact, and, judging 
from the newspapers of that city, the whole 
population is rapidly growing to believe the 
insuring of the success of the celebration the 
paramount duty. Money has been subscribed 
most liberally, and committees composed of 
eee oe citizeps have things so well in

The Mardi-Gras, which is 
set for Tuesday night Oct. 11, will unquestion- 
ably be the most brilliant pageant ever known 
on this side of the Atlantic.

Nervous, Though Still Unsettled- 


A General Rise in Prices Early, but They Fell Back— 
A Steady Closing, but Easier Tone, 


FINAN CIAL, 

Stocks opened higher, and advanced till the 
better prices brought out long stock. This was 
noticeable as well iv first-class diviv ond stocks 
like Chicago, Burlington & Quincy as in more 
speculative ones like Michigan Central and 
Western Union. Burlington rose from 159% to 
166, and recedgd under liberal offerings of stock 
to 162. The rise reflected the favorable action 
taken by the Directors at the meeting yes- 
terday with regard to the Denver extension. 
Michigan Central, at 988i, was easy to 
buy, and the price fell of to 94. 
closing at 944. Tais road and Lake Shore are 
said to be suffering severely from the railroad 
war. Lake Shore's loss in net earnings in the 
last six months is stated by good authority to be 
at least $750,000. It is not believed in Wall 
street that it will pay 2 per cent in the next div- 
idend. On the other band, those who ought to 
know declare the road to be keeping up its earn- 
ings, and are buying the stock. It was reported 
that Michigan Central would pay a dividend and 
that it would not pay adividend. The meetings 
to decide this matter for both roads will soon be 
held. > 

Puliman was 130 bid and 139 asked. 

Western Union sold down from 92% to 89%. 
Its statement was not regarded as first-class, 
and the publicity given to the fact that the re- 
ceipts from sales of assets have been counted 
among the earnings out of which the dividend 
was declared have added to the general distrust 
of the stock. Popuiar confidence was never 
wenker as to the management of this company 
than now. Business-mén all over the country 
are universally complaining of its shabby serv- 
ice, Wall street speeulators believe it to 
be run to suit the gambling purposes of aman 
whom only the ignorant would suspect fora 
moment of telling the truth or administering a 
trust faithfully, if telling a lie or abusing a trust 
would put money in his pocket. 

Realizing sales were a marked feature of busi- 
ness after the opening, and, affected the whole 
list. 

While Lake Shore and Michigan Centra! de- 
clined, New York Central was strong, selling up 
to 145s, and closing at 145. Nothing that reaches 
the public gives the least indication 
that the railroad war is to 
ended. Ever since it began the | public 
have laughed at it as astock-jobbing demonstra- 
tion by Mr. Vanderbilt; but the men of the 
longest experience and ciosest observation bave 
seen something deeper init. Mr. Vanderbilt is 
unquestionably a great speculator, and he does 
pot hesitate to use his enormous wealth and 
power freely to effect his purposes in Wall 
street. But there is evidence that in this contest 
he is gunning for bigger came than usual. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt ingugurated the last great 
railroad war for the purpose of establishing the 
supremacy of New | York City and his 
road, and preventing the diversion of traffic 
to Boston. Baltimore, Philadelphia, and other 
cities. The Commodore claimed that he was 
not properly backed by the commercial meg of 
New York, and after great losses to all the 
roads involved peace was made without a full 
acknowledgment of te claims made by the 
New York Central. What the Vanderbilt idea 
demands for New York and the New York Con- 
tral is that rates between, say, the Mississippi 
River and all the ocean/ports be made equal, At 
present the roads that fun to the cities com- 
peting with New York are allowed to charge 
rates below the rate to New York. This must 
be changed 80 that it shall be the 
same to New York, or Boston, or 
Philadelphia, or Baltimore. Then the 
superior ‘attractiveness of New York and the 
superior facilities ot the New York Central will 
command the lion's share of the railroad busi- 
ness Letween the East and the West. Another 
point on whicn Mr. Vanderbilt is believed to 
have made up his mind to gut till he wins 1s to 
kill or control the competing lines now being 
built. When these enterprises were first under- 
taken, with the favoring conditions of cheap 
labor and material, easy money, and an insatia- 
bie demand for stocks and bonds, it would have 
been as impossible to check them as to stop a 
herd of cattle on the plains when first stam- 
peded. But stampeded cattle can bef llowed 
ana headed off when tired. Mr. Vanderbilt 
thinks he sees signs of tire. Subscriptions to 
these now companies can no longer be resold at 


a profit. It is not as easy as it was to pay the 


installinents as they are called for. Business is 
not so promising as it was. This is Mr, Vander- 
bilt’s opportunity. He is on the flank of the 
stampeded herd, and he means to do nothing 
less than corral it. He has deelared within a 
week that he will, it necessary, sacrifice $10,000,000 
of revenue to accomplish bis purpose, Noone 
who judged Vanderbilt by his previous record, 
particularly in the case of Western Union, be- 
lieved he had the grit for such a contest. But 
he is showing a new nerve and deter- 
mination. His real antagonist is Mr. Gould, 
and one result of this fight may be the absorp- 
tion of the Wabash Road into the Vanderbilt 
system. 

The St. Joe 88, convertible into stock, are out- 
standing to the amount of $4,000,000, and they 
mature in the year 1885. Should the company 
exchange these bonds for commqn stock, it 
would undoubtedly disturb the calfulations of 
the clique which has made the un in the 
common stock.

The committee appointed to decide upon the 
price of wheat for ‘the last day of August in 
1881 is called to meet at 3 o'clock this afternoon 
in the Directors’ room of the Board of Trade. 

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday and more uniform in tone, with jess 
of fluctuation than on the previous day. There 
was a general advance early, soon followed by 
a relapse to about the Jatest prices of Tuesday, 
then a little rally, and later dullness. Smali re- 
ceipts_of wheat were an urgument for strength, 
while fine weather promised an increase, and 
the foreign markets, though firmer, were still a 
long way below relative prices bere. While 
there is a widespread expectation of a speedy 
advance in foreign rates, holders of property 
were inclined to firmness, but there was less dis- 
position to buy either on outside or local account. 
Mess pork closed 10@2vc lower, at $19.57%@19.00 
for October and $20.55@20.57% for January. 
Lard closed at 5e lower, at $12.25@12.27% for 
October, and $12.775¢@12.80 for January. Short 
ribs closed 244c iower, at $10.3744@10.40 for Octo- 
ber. Wheat closed Ic higher, at I 8 L. 28 for 
Septemper, and $1.304,@1.30% for October. Corn 
closed steady, at 64%@64%4c for September, and 
65%065%0 for October. Oats closed %@\e 
higher, at 33% e for September, sene 
for Ovtober, and ene for November. Rye 
closed stronger for futures at $1.06 tor Octo- 
ber, and $1.09% for November. Barley closed 
steady for cash and weak for futures. at $1.10 
caso, $1.10 fur October, and $1.11 for November. 
Hogs were quiet and steady at $6.50@7.00 for 
light and at $6.40@7.45 for heavy. Cattle were 
active and firm with sales at $2.00@6. 80. 

There was an active and buoyant market for 
staple and fancy groceries. Notwithstanding 
the severe drouth and the partial failure of the 
crops there is an exceptiorally active demand 
for goods. The movement has unquestionably 
been stimulated by the unmistakable upward 
tendency of prices, which extends to nearly 
everything in the list. Within the past thirty 
days sirups have advanced s. tobaccus 5% loc, 
candles 1c, starch 4@ic, soaps ec, rice 4@ \c, 
pickles $1.00, and all lines of canned goods from 
10@2 per cent. Yesterday's changes were an 
advance of cin sugars, e in rice and soaps, 
and %c in candies and starch. The dry-oods 
trade was active, In addition to a liberal at- 
tendance of buyers orders by mail and wire are 
pouring in from all quarters. Prices are firm, 
with cottons showing un advancing tendency. 
There was a free inquiry for boots and 
shoes, clothing, and millinery goods. 
In dried and canned fruits continued activity 
and firmness are noted. Fish were reported in 
good request and were firm. Dairy products 
showed as much firmness as at any previous 
period. There is an inadequate supply both of 
butter and cheese. Dealers in oll report an act- 
ive movement. Prices were firm all around, 
with lard and turpentine quoted higher. Coal 
and pig-iron were firm. 

Hay continues firm at the recent advance. 
There is no new feature in the broom-corn mar- 
ket. Green fruits were generally, active, with 
tair apples selling at low figures,and choice, 
which are scarce, commanding $2.50 per Dri. 
ears and peaches are firm at an advance over 
Tuesday's figures. Grapes are still plenty at low 
prices. Grease and tallow are firm and higher, 
though the receipts of the latter from the coun- 
try are light and scarcely sufficient to make a 
market. In drugs and medicines quinine 
bas again declined, while morphia and 
castor-oil have slightly advanced. Potatoes 
have advanced, good stock on track now selling 
at 750 per bu by the car lot. Wool remains un- 
changed. In geeds, flaxseed, on a demand from 
the shorts, made a jump trom $1.35 to $1.42; 
clover and timothy were steady at about Tues- 
day's prices. 

Lake freights were fairly active and firm, at 
8%c on corn and 4c on wheat as the ruling 
rates. Exceptional charters were made in each 
case where 0 higher was paid. Corn to Coiling- 
wood paid 24¢. Room was engaged for 166,000 
bu cern and 54,000 bu wheat. 

Rail freights to New Yors are about 12\c per 
100 ibs on grain. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat repurted yes- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, Toledo, 
and St. Louis were 235,000 bu. The correspond- 
ing shipments were 269,000 bu. The shipments 
from New York, Philadelphia, and Baltimore 
were 246,000 bu.

A cable dispatch from Paris to an exporter 
here says: 

“No. 2 red (wheat) selling French ports 31% 
francs on rail duty paid. Will you buy?” 

The above noted price is equal to 55 shillings 
per quarter, or about 4 shillings less than the 
cost of buying wheat in Chicago and placing jt 
in the same position. As compared witb Liver- 
pool, the prices in Chicago yesterday were about 
50 per bu too high on wheat and e on corn. 
Thest are unusually wide margins of loss on 
the operation of sbipment during the season of 
navigation. There is something artificial some- 
where. 

Still another point on the wheat situation. 
One of our leading exporters said yesterday 
that on Tuesday he saw some of the posted 
wheat, and that it would sell in London for as 
much as any No.2 we bave here.” Evidently 
somebody was. not posted so well as that wheat 
was, 

It is understood that the latest estimates made 
by the Agricultural Bureau at Washington are 
to the effect that the yieid of wheat this year is 
71 per cent, and of corn 50 per cent, of the yield 
of last year. This estimate for wheat is closely 
accordunt with THe TRIBUNE estimates pub- 
lished as long ago as May 31; but the estimate 
ot corn yield is much less than that obtained by 
men here who do their. best to understand the 
situation. From present appearances the yield 
of corn this year will be about 1,000,000,000 bu, 


against 1.538, 000. 000 bu in 1880.

JOAN OF ARC. 


Facts Which Go to Show that She 
Was Not Burned at All. 
London Standard, 

“Though Joan ot Are is a French heroine in 
little danger of being forgotten, the citizens 
of Crotoy have thought fit to make as- 
surance doubly sure by rearing a fresh 
statue to her memory. The Maid of Or- 
leans having had the misfortune to be a sound 
Catholie sacrificed by a Bishop, the cleric- 
als and their opponents have seized the occa- 
sion for arenewal of their ancient combat 
against everybody and everything considered 
inimical to the Warrior Girl of Domrémy. 
The story of Jeanne d’Are’s life, as conven- 
tionally received, is a tragedy which aptly 
lends itself to the legion of painters, 
sculptors, poets, and prosers who have 
chosen it for the illustration of their genius, 
or the demonstration of their duliness. 
but, in truth, after an intervaifof four cent- 
uries and a halt, history is apt to grow a 
littie moldy, and though so orthodox a 
chronicler as M. Henri Martin, who was 
chosen. to pronounce the Crotoy eulogy, 
might have proved equal to the demands on 
his imagination, least exacting of histo- 
rians must now and then be staggered as 
they try to repeat the oft-told tale of the 
foundress of the noble family of De 
Lys. A career of nineteen years, 80 
obscure in its beginning, so sad, and 
yet so brilliant at its close, could not 


| fail to enlist the sympathy and admiration of 


every age. Thus Jeanne d' Are has been ac- 
corded an immortality of glory, and a wealth 
of pictures, statues, memoirs, and epics such 
as have fallen to no other woman of her na- 
tion. Unhappily, we live in Philistinish 
times. ‘The iconoclasts of history delight in 
hewing down their fathers’ gods. With suen 
a spirit let loose among the records, it could 
scarcely be expected that the Maid of Orleans 
would escape the cruel investigations of the 
soulless critic, 
It is true that, though there is a question 
how far the fanaticism of Jeanne aided in 
routing our —— men, no one doubts that 
they were defeatec It is, therefore, need- 
less revising the verdict then passed at the 
spear-point. Butafter a hundred works had 
deseri her death, and thousands of 
reverent pilgrims have wept over the 
scene of her martyrdom in the Place 
de la Pucelle of Rouen, it was a shock 
to hear, not only that the English were not 
responsibie for her martyrdom, but that the 
heroic damsel was never burned at all, hav- 
ing lived to be a respected matron and well- 
to-~lo citoyenne. This is, nevertheless, what 
Father Vignier asserts to be the fact, and M. 
Delapierre has confirmed with documents 
regarding the authenticity of which there can- 
not be much skepticism. There always was a 
belief that the woman executed in 1431 was 
not the real Maid,” and at different towns 
during the subsequent years humerous im- 
postors were punished for attempting to pass 
themselves off as the authentic martyr. M. 
Vignier, however, found in the archives of 
Mentz a con temporary account of the arrival 
of Jeanne in that city on the 20th May, 1436, 
and her recognition by her two brothers. 
This paper furthermore mentions that in 
due time she was married to a Sieur de Her- 
moise or Armoise, and though it might be 
admitted that the document discovered was 
a modern forgery, itis certainly staggering 
to disinter from a family muniment chest of 
a M. des Armoise, of Lorraine, a contract of 
marriage between ‘ Robert des Armoise, 
Knight, with Jeanne d’Arcy, surnamed the 
Maid of Orleans.“ This also might have been 
a coincidence, though a rather striking one, 
but among the archives of the Maison de 
Ville of Orleans, under dates 1435 and 1436, 
are records of certain payments made to 
messengers bringing letters from Jeanne

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS, 

President Dresser, ſu ( the annual 
address ko the association, began with a refer- 
ence to the 4er of the tire-insurance in- 
terest. While it was true that country was 
in a condidon of almost unparalleled prosperity. 
it was also true the insurance interest 
showed a correa ing advance. The recoras 
for the Urst six months of 1581 showed that 
losses and expenses had absorbed ¥7.9 ef the 
pretaiums, while July had passed into history as 
a month of b fires. Losses of late 
years had increa to 69 per cent, and — 
to 40 per cent of the premiuuis received, and, 
while there had been a marked reduction in 
rates, it was Unaccompanied by pny y improve- 
ment in the character of risks, In spite of all 
this, there was stilia grand rush for more 2 4 
ital. The future was porteutous of disaster to 
the weak and timid, though the fittest would 
survive. In otber words it was a case of 
“every one for himself, and the devil take the 
hindmost.” The address referred hopefully to 
the reforms of ee years in practical under- 
writing, and said a goed word for the old Na- 
tional Board, now dead and buried, in 


the shape of a suggestion that the under- 


writers of the Nortawest might profitably 
resuscitate and restore some of the features of 
the defunct organizadeon, The address took ad- 
vance grounds in favor of cooperation among 
underwriters, while expressing a doubt of ‘its 
being able to reach and control the matter of 
rates. In referring to ney Sete contin- 
gencies which threate business, the ad- 
dreas touched upon the sudde enness and awful- 
ness ot the Chicago fire, and upon the rush of 
capital to that rescue, as an illustrution of 
the truth of the fruest and grandest 
successes are often the result of ap- 
parently . calamities. After in- 
dorsing the wo of the State Boards, the 
nddress took up the subject of legislation, with 
the remark that all the iaws that bad gone on 
the statute- books since the last annual meeting 
were of an adverse character. To secure just 
legisiation ou the subject of insurance, or a just 
verdict from a petit jury, where an insurance 
company was interested, was about as near au 
impossibility as the entry of a rich man into 
Heaven.

sociation. The address was received with hearty 
expressions of tavor.

THE CROWLEY MURDER. 

The trial of Edward Keily, indicted for killing 
Police-Officer Daniel Crowiey, was begun yester- 
day before Judge Siduey Smith. The foreman 
was occupied in impaneling a jury, considera- 
bie chalienging on both sides making this a 
lengthy process. The jury was made up as fol- 
lows: T. J. Leonard, C. Langalund, Fred Rey- 
nolds, F. A. Pehkoph, G. M. Caseard, 8.

Nye, L. Cole, Andrew Hansen, Frank Morris, 
Stephen ‘froutner, William E. Harris. 

At 2 o'clock Mr. Mills opened for the State and 
W. W. O’Brien for the prisoner. The latter gen- 
le man, in the course oi his remarks, said that 
the deceased officer was drunk at the time of the 
shooting. that he made a desperate attack upon 
Kelly with a heavy cane, and that the prisoner 
only acted as any man would have done in pro- 
tecting himself. The widow of Officer Crowley 
was in court in deep mourning, and was so af- 

by the attack upon her busband’s mem- 
ory that she had to be removed from the court- 
room by her friends. 

The tirst witness was John Connelly, a saloon- 

_ keeper, near Desplaines and Jackson streets, 
who testified that Kelly had gone out of his 
saioon — 4 before the shooting. This was 
corroborated by John C. Foust, a carpenter. The 
next witness was the girl Minnie Daley, who bas 
been in jail for several days, and for whose re- 
lease on a writ ot habeus corpus the prosecu- 
tion have been making strenuous efforts. 
She testified that on the night of the shooting 
she and her mother were going down Desplaines 
street, when sue jolted agugmst the prisoner, aud 
some words passed between them. During this 
wordy passage Officer Crowley, who was in 
cRizen’s clotbes, attacked Kelly and struck him 
over the head with astout cane. During the 
scuffle she heard a pistol shot fired from the 
direction Kelly was in and saw the latter 
run. AS ‘soon as he was shot, the 
officer drew a revolver and endeavored 
to send a bullet after the fleeing Kelly. but it 
missed fire and the officer started in pursuit of 
the fugitive. He mn came back andsaid he 
was shot, but that it did not amount to much. 
Sbe did not see the t fired. 

Mrs. Daley, the mother of the girl. gave cor- 
roborative testimony. She did not know who 
fired the shot, and never having seen Kelly be- 
fore was unable to recognize him when he was 
pointed out. she thougut the officer was some- 
what intoxicated. 

James Jones testified that he drank a couple 
of of beer with Kelly in Connoily’s 
dn oon just before the shooting, and thut they 
came out together. He heard the shot, but did 
not know who fired. 

John W. Lawiess testified as tothe arrest of 
Kelly. His testimony was also to the effect that 
Officer Crowley was on special duty, and gave 
no indications of intoxication. | 

Dr. Bluthardt, County Physician, was called. 
and described the wound. e ascribed Crow- 
ley’s death to the gunshot wound.

FAIR RENT AND SECURITY OF TENURE, 


Every tenant from year to year, whether he 
holds under written agreement or not, bas ac- 
quired the following rights: 

1. It the landlord demands an increase of rent, 
however small, the tenant may adopt any of the 
following courses: (1) The tenant may agree to 
the increase, and theme is entitled to hold for 
fifteen years (called u statutory term), during 
which term the rent cannot be increased, and 
during the last twelve months of the time be 
may apply to have a fair rent fixed and get a 
fresh term of fifteen years, and so on from time 
to time. (@) The tenant may decline to pay the 
increase, and may at once appiy either to the 
Civil- Bill Court or the Land Commission to fix a 
fair rent, and be thereby gets a statutory term of 
fifteen years at the fair rent so fixed, with the 
like right to a fresh term if be pleases to apply 
at the end of the fifteen years at a fair rent to 
be then fixed, and so on from time to time. (5) 
He may refuse to agree to the increase, and may 
not care to go to the court to have a fair rent 
fixed, in which case be may either—(a@) Sell his 
interest in bis holdmg, or (>) It compelled to 
quit he will be eutitied to compensation for dis- 
turbance, which has been largely increased from 
what it was iu the Land act of 1570. 

2. But, although the landlord may not demand 
an increase of rent, the tenant muy consider bis 
present rent too high, or the landlord may con- 
sider it too low. In such case: (1) The tenant 
alone, or (2) the landlord and tenant together, 
or (3) the landiord, after demanding an increase 
of rent, or after failing otherwise tu agree with 
his tenant, may apply to the court to tix the fair 
rent, and, in such case, the tenant will acquire 
the statutory term with the like benefits as be- 
fore. It is to be always remembered that by 
“the court is meant either the Civil- Bik Court 
or the Land Commission, at the choice of the 
person applying. 

The tair rent, when fixed, is called a judjcial 
rent, and it is to be ascertained, after hearing 
the parties, and having regurd to the interest of 
the landiord and tenant respectively, and con- 
sider all the circumstances of the case, hold- 
ing, and district. No reut is to be made payable 
in any proceedings under the act in respect of 
improvements made by the tenant or his 
predee@ssors in title, unless the tenant bas been 
paid or otherwise com pensuted by the landlord 
for such improvements. Thus it follows that: 

No tenant can have an arbitrary increase of 
rent put on him, an t ‘ 

No tenant can have his reut increased by rea- 
gon of any improvements he or bis predecessors 
may have made, unless be has already got the 
value of them from the landlord. 

No tenant can be disturbed in his holding dur- 
ing a statutory term so lang as be pays his rent 
and observes the statutory conditions. 

Every tenant can sell his holding for the best 
price. 

The court may require the tenant to sell his 
holding, or any part of it, to his Andlord, re- 
ceiving full compensation as may be agreed on, 
ur if necessary nxed by the court, when it is re- 
quired for the good of the holding or estate, or 
tor building ground, or for laborers’ cottages, 
or for places of religious worship, Schools, dis- 
pensaries, or residences for clergymen or school- 
masters. 

The statutory conditions on which the tenant 
is to hold his farm during the statutory term are 
the following: 1. The tenant must pay his rent. 
2. He must not commit persistent waste. 3. He 
must not, without the consent of the landlord, 
subdivide or sublet, or erect additional build- 
ings. But manured conacre or letting the grass 
of lands is not to be considered subietting. 
4. He is not to do any act whereby his 
holding becomes vested in an assignee in bank- 
raptcy. (5) He is to permit the landlord to enter 
for che purpose of mining or quarrying, cutting 
timber, etc., on the terms of tue landlord paying 
for any damage done to the holding. He is aiso 
to let the landiord and persons bv his authority 
come on the land for sporting purposes. (6) He 
is not to open a public house on the holding 
without the consent of the landlord. 

if he fails to pay his rent the landlord may 
bring the ordinary ejectment for non-payment 
of rent, but the tenant will have the usual right 
to redeem forsix months after the actual exe- 
cution ot the decree. 

The observance of the above conditions will 
be of the utmost importance, whether the ten- 
ant has a,stututory term or pot, as, if he is 
obliged to sell by reason of non-payment of 
rent or not observing any of the other condi- 
tions, the purchaser fro bim will not have the 
right to have a fair rent fixed, but may hold on 
for the rest of any existing statutory term. 

if be violates any of the other vonditions, the 
landiord may serve notice to quit, but the court 
has power to stop any proceedings on such no- 
tice to qujt, allowing the lundicrd damages 
merely for Auy injury done him. 

As has been stated, the tenant may proceed to 
have his case heard in the Civil-Bill Court be- 
fore the Chairman; or, if be prefers, be may go 
to the Court of the Land Commission in the first 
instance; moreover, if the landlord takes the 
tehant into the Civil- Bill Court, the tenant may 
apply to have the case referred to the Court of 
the Lang Commission. And it is always open to 
landiord and tenant to settle the fair rent be- 
tween themselves, or by arbitranon, with all the 
ensuing advantages of security of tenure. 

ARREARS OF RENT. 

Provision is made in the act (Sec. 58) to help 
tehunts who owe arrears of rent. They must be 
terants of hoidings valued at £30 or under. 

If they pay or settle with their landlord for 
one year's rent to the gale day prior to the 22d 
of August 1881, the landlord and tenant may 
jointiy apply to the Commissioners, whd may 
advance oue-half of the previous arrears (the 
advance not exceding a year's rent). All other 
artears which may be due beyond the amount 


advanced will be thereupon swept aways. 

For the sum advanced the landlord must pay 
in t to the Commissioners for fifteen years, 
at the rate specified in the act, and the interest 
during that term is added to the rent. After the 
fifteen years are out no further payment of in- 
terest is required. 

This provision, which is intended to free ten- 
ants from old arrears and enabie them to start 
afresh, applies also to tenants who have been 
evicted for non-payment of rent since the lst of 
May, 1880, where the landiord agrees to reinstate 
them in their boldings. 

All application must be made before the 28th 
of February, 188, under this section. 

PENDING EJECTMENTS, 

In ali cases where ejectments have been 
brought by,iandidrds, prior to the 22d August, 
188], and Which are still pending, orin which 
de¢rees have been before that date obtained 
against the tenant, the tenaut may sell bis in- 
terest. 

Provided he does so before the decree has 
been executed, in the case of ejectments 
founded on notice to quit, or in case of 
ejectmernt for nou-payment of rent, provided 
he does before six months elapse from the 
execution of the decree, and the court may ex- 
tend the time in fit cases for sale or redemption. 

When decree or judgment in ejectment 
bas been obtained before the 22d August, 1881. 
and has not been executed, or even if executed, 
inthe case of non-payment of rent if the six 
months have not expired, the tenant may apply 
to the court to fix the rent. The effect of this 
will be to preserve to the tenant his tenancy. 

In cases where proceedings are pending to 
evict a tenant, whether taken before or after 
the zd August, 181, and before judgment has 
been obtained, the court may suspend the pro- 
ceedings to enable the tenant to — the fair 
rent fixed.

LABORERS. 

The court may sanction the resumption by 
the landlord of part of the holding for the bene- 
fit of laborers in respect of cottages, gardens, or 
allotinents, on such conditions and terms as it 
may think right, including full compensation to 


the tenant. 

A tenant may, after notice to his landiord, let 
any portion of his land not exceeding balf an 
acre, for each laborer, and not exceeding one 
letting tor every twenty-one acres of the teu- 
ant’s holding, subject to selection and arrange- 
ment as to rent by the court, with or without 
dwellings, to laborers employed on the holding. 

In fixing the judicial rent the court may re- 
quire cottages to be built and allotments made, 
aud determine the rents to be paid for same, for 


laborers. 

Tenants will be entitled to apply for an ad- 
vance of money for pu of building 
dwellings for laborers, under the Landed Prop- 
erty acts. 

ACQUISITION OF LAND-—PEASANT PROPRIE- 
TORS. 

I. Atenant may agree to buy from his land- 
lord his holding. The agreement may be nego- 
tiated and completed through the commission 
ut a fixed price. The commission may advance 
three-fourths of the purchase money, and the 
landiord may agree to leave the remaining one- 
fourth due upon the security of the premises. 

2. Ifa competent number of tenants on an 
estate nre able and willing to purchase their 
holdings, the commission may purchase the 
estute, and sell the holdings to the tenants, and 
advance three-fourths of the price, which shall 
cover all expenses. 

3. Ali advances must be repaid by an annual 
sum for thirty-five years. at 5 percent. At the 
end of that period the bolding will be the ten- 
ant’s property forever, rent free. The tenant 
may pay of the sum due to the Commissioners 
more rupidly on terms favorable to himseif if 
he find it convenient. 

4. So long as any holding is subject to any ad- 
vance made by the commission, the proprietor 
must hold it subject to the following conditions: 
(a) He shall not sub-divide or sub-let it without 
consent of commission, but he may sell. (>) If 
be beceme bankrupt the commission may sell 
the holiling. (c On death of proprietor it the 
holding should become subdivided by devise or 
intestacy, the commission may require same to 

Sop. 

EMIGRATION, 

Whe a sufficient numbor of persons in any 
district may desire to emigrate, the commis- 
sion bas power to advance money to assist emi 
gration, especially of families from the more 
thickly-populated districts. .The commission 
will secure the satisfactory shipment, transport, 
and reception of the emigrants, and will see to 
their proper care and comfort in all cases in 
which they give assistance for the above pur- 
pose. 

The above are some of the great advantages 
conferred on Irish tenant-farmers by the Land 
act (Ireland), 1881, which provides for all security 
in their boldings, the fixing of fair rents, and 
the right of free sale; and affords the oppor- 
tunity to buyers to become the owners in fee of 
their noldings. 

It is not intended by the foregoing statement 
to set forth or include all the provisions of the 
act, but only to affort a general view of its more 
important provisions.

THE DROUTH OF 1819. 
A Season When There Was No Rain 
from June to January. 
Frankfort Letter in Louisville Courier-Journal. 

At Pleasant Hill I conversed with an in- 
telligent and pious Shaker, who held to the 
doctrine of final perseverance in his undying 
faith in the goodness of God, in not suffering 
a total failure of crops to occur. He was a 
young man in 1819, the year of the Great 
Drouth,” when from early summer to the 
middle of January there was no rain, when 
the air was hot and dry, when the clouds re- 
fused to form and be condensed into show- 
ers, when the dew-point was not seen, when 
the stagnant pools of water in the creeks and 
branches became so thoroughly carbonized 
and miasmiferous that the cattle died, and 
all vegetation was utterly, parched’ up and ap- 
parently destroyed. . During that terrible 
drouth the cattle became afflicted with the 
„ hot-weather itch,” and thousands died, lit- 
erally tearing the skin from their sides and 
backs in their frantic efforts to scratch then- 
seles to relieve the intolerable itching. Deer 
and horses died with black tongue; fowls 
and birds became listless and stupefied, 
moped in despair, lost their plumage, and 
died in utter misery. Men, women, and 
children grew sick with disappointed hopes 
for the healing showers, drinking the foul 
carbonized water and eating dusty food, and 
many died of disease not known before or 
since. Maddened with the intolerable itech 
and frantic with eating the dry and desiccat- 
ect grass, deprived of all nutritive elements 
by the long drouth, the eattle, sheep, and 
horses roamed over the fields and through 
the forests, moaning and howling, or pawing 
the earth in impotent rage. Added to these 
horrors, the fields and forests took fire and 
burned for weeks and months. The air was 
filled with smoke and ashes, producing an- 
other horror in the shape of some form of 
ophthalmia that was almost intolerable, 

Fresh vegetables were soon exhausted, the 
cattle were too diseased to be used for food, 
water was scarce and unfit to drink, fires 
were raging, and the whole populauon af- 
flicted with disease in some shape. This 
state of things lasted until the middle of 
ian ag when the blessed rain and the 
really beautiful snow came and saved the 
country from utter annihilation. 

The gentle Shaker had feared that such 


‘another dread season was beginning, that the 


Water was agafn becoming carboyized and 
impregnated with deleterious eafthy salts 
and other constituents from dead insects, 
aphidians, batrachians, infusoria, and rotting 
mammalla. At this very time the good 
Shaker did not know that cattle and horses 
were dying in some parts of Lilinois with a 
disease similar in many respects to that he 
described in so graphie a manner and start- 
ing under circumstances so similar, 

felt really alarmed at his vivid descrip- 
tions of the “hot-weather itch,” from a per- 
sonal knowledge of the ravages perpetrated 
upon the human hand by the bite of a single 
MOsq uito, 

His description of the erysipelatous black 
tongue was equally distressing, and I shall 
never forget his terse and forcible language 
as he depicted these horrors. He was sub- 
limely eloquent without an effort, in his 
quiet way, and if I could impart his manner 
to the paper on which 1 write, it would pro- 
duce rare reading for the Courier-Journal.
